For Farm Products 


OTTAWA, (CP)— Prices received 
by Canadian farmers for agricul- 
tural products at Nov. 15 last aver- 
age: higher than at the correspond- 
ing date in 1945, the dominion bur- 
eau of statistics reported Friday, 
but there was considerable varia- 
tion among the different provinces 

The bureau said that the index 
number of prices received for all 
products—on the basis of 1935-39 
equals 100—was 182.9, arf increase 
| of 6.1 points over November, 1945 
and a rise of three-tenths of a 
point over October, 1946 


The index number for Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and British Columbia 
were lower than in November, 1945 
and the bureau said this was due 
principally to “marked declines in 
prices received for potatoes, Iruits 
and vegetables.” 

The index numbers for Quebec, 
Onterio and the three prairie pro- 
vinces registered substantial in- 
creases with higher prices for live- 
stock and dairy products 
chiefly responsible. 

“Grain prices are holding, gener- 
ally at levels similar to those pre- 
vailing in 1945,” the bureau report- 
ed, “with fairly minor price de- 
creases in the prairie provinces due 
chiefly to the lower quality of the 
1946 western .crop, being largely 
ofiset by somewhat higher grain 
prices in Ontario, Quebec and Bri- 
tish Columbia.”
